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AUL THE APOSTLE spoke words of divine wis- 

dom when he said, “See then that ye walk cir- 
cumspectly, not as fools, but as wise,” Ephe- 

sians 5:15. That word “circumspectly” arrests our at- 
tention. Let us notice what it means. It comes from 
two Latin root words circum—meaning “around, about, 
or on all sides” and specere—which means “to look.” 
The meaning of the word is then obvious—“look all 
around.” Paul’s instructions to walk circumspectly 
means that we should look all around us as we walk. 
If we are circumspect in our Christian lives, we will 
keep our eyes open at all times and be attentive to the 
things that are around us. We will be cautious in our 
living, careful in our decisions, and aware of our sur- 
roundings. If we walk circumspectly, we will not be 
overcome by the devil, for we will see him approach. 
We will not fall into a snare of sin, for we will see it 
spread before us. We will not fall prey to injurious 
habits, for we will see them forming. We will help our 
brother share his burden, for we will see him when 
he falters. We will not miss the gate of heaven, for we 
will keep it constantly in our sight. It is said that the 
best automobile driver is not one whose eyes become 
set straight ahead of him, for their inaction tends to 
dull his reflexes; but the best driver is one whose eyes 
are constantly moving to take in the whole landscape 
before him. With continuous swift movements of his 
eyes, he sees that no cars approach him on a side 
road, that no child darts in front of him from behind 
some car or tree or bush. He detects the strange be- 
havior of the incompetent driver ahead of him. The 
swift, comprehending motion of the good driver’s eyes 
prepares him for an emergency, for unconsciously he 
notices each embankment, each ditch, each curve 
and hill, each car and pedestrian. He who is alert is the 


best driver—and he who is alert is the best Christian. . 


To walk circumspectly, we must look inward to de- 
tect sin in our lives. We should daily examine our- 
selves, not only our actions, but also our motives, 
for those actions. Some deeds that are good in them- 
selves are prompted by a desire for vainglory. We 
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motives, but also to detect the infiltration of bitter- 
ness, cynicism, and malice. The wise Christian looks 
within himself as he walks along the way. 

To walk circumspectly we must look upward to dis- 
cover the will of God. We cannot be adamant in even 
our private intentions and ambitions—we must yield 
them to the will of God. What would He have us do? 
What is His plan for us? How can we best serve Him? 
We should look to Him for the answer to these ques- 
tions and not to our own errant desires. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look ahead to avoid 
the snares of Satan. Our enemy has strewn our path 
with pits, traps, and roadblocks. He is so diligent in 
his effort to overcome us that Peter repeated the ad- 
monition of Paul by saying, “Be sober, be vigilant; 
because your adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may devour,” 1 Peter 
5:8. The words “sober” and “vigilant” express the same 
meaning as Pauls “circumspectly.” We must be wide 
awake, constantly on guard, and always looking about 
us, lest we fall easy prey to the devil. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look all about us to 
find others we may help. To the right of us and to the 
left of us there are those who falter, those who have 
been wounded by the darts of the enemy, those who 
have become bewildered and confused, and those who 
stagger beneath the crushing weight of their bur- 
dens. All of these are in desperate need of help from 
you. Unless you walk circumspectly, you will not see 
them, but will be concerned only about your personal 
needs and desires. Look about you. Find those you can 
help; they are everywhere. By helping them, you help 
yourself. 

To walk circumspectly, we must look forward to 
see the glory that awaits us at the end of our journey. 
Those who live in anticipation of some happy event 
are constantly refreshed and joyful. The drudgery of 
the day’s work is much easier for those who anticipate 
a pleasant evening when work is done. The farmer’s 
work is less tiring all year if he has the promise of a 
bountiful harvest. Work without hope or promise is

eleventh chapter of John. I believe in this 

account of the resurrection of Lazarus we shall 
find a greater message, a deeper significance as we 
prayerfully consider this portion of God’s Word. 

The Apostle Paul, in speaking about the things that 
were written in the Word, said to the church at 
Corinth, “Now all these things happened unto them 
for ensamples: and they are written for our admoni- 
tion, upon whom the ends of the world are come,” 
1 Corinthians 10:11. Were the sickness, death and 
resurrection of Lazarus prearranged by the plan of 
God? If this were not so, strange indeed were the 
words of our Saviour when He said, “This sickness is 
not unto death, but for the glory of God, that the Son 
of God might be glorified thereby.” We know that 
Jesus loved Mary, Martha and Lazarus; yet when he 
heard that Lazarus was sick, “he abode two days still 
in the same place where he was.” Jesus knew that 
this was arranged for the glory of God. 

First, why did Jesus weep? Why did He groan? Why 
was He troubled in the spirit? He was not weeping 
over the death of Lazarus. He knew that He was going 
to raise him from the dead; He stayed away purposely 
that he might die. 

I believe that as Jesus stood by that grave He saw all 
the graves in the world; He remembered all the sor- 
rows, all the tears, all the troubles of a sinning race. 
I believe that He saw all the graves of mankind from 
the grave of Adam until the present time and the 
graves that would be afterwards. I believe He was 
tracing the slimy path of sin and death from the time 
that Cain rose up against his brother Abel and slew 
him until the last sin would be committed and death 
would claim its last victim. He saw countless thou- 
sands that had been slain in the wars of the past 
and those that were to be in the future. He saw the 
broken and ruined lives of men and women whose 
sins and the sins of others had carried them to an 
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untimely grave. He was groaning and weeping over 
lost humanity as He stood there by the tomb of 
Lazarus, in the presence of death, surrounded by the 
shadows and memories of countless millions that 
would die in sin and despair. 


Then we hear His words of triumph as they rang 
out in the still air, words that sounded throughout 
all the universe of God. Angels of God heard these 
words; when the meaning, power and majesty of these 
words were sounded out, I believe the morning stars 
sang together and the sons of God shouted for joy. 
Here are the words that sprang from the lips of our 
Saviour as He stood by the tomb of Lazarus, “I am 
the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: and who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall never die.” 


This resurrection of Lazarus from the dead pictures 
unto us that unconverted sinners are dead in tres- 
passes and sins and can only be saved by a miracle 
from God. If Lazarus had been sick, even desperately 
afflicted, it could not have pictured a sinner that 
was dead in sin. Lazarus was not sick, Lazarus was 
dead. Jesus had stayed away purposely that Lazarus 
might die. Martha spoke the truth when she said, “If 
thou hadst been here, my brother would not have 
died.” 


Lazarus had been dead four days. Decomposition 
had already set in and though Martha dearly loved 
her brother, yet she was reluctant to have the stone 
rolled away because, as she said, “Lord, by this time 
he stinketh.” My friend, though your body may be 
beautifully formed, your features may be handsome, 
your garments may be fashionable and immaculate, 
though you may use the fine perfumes and cosmetics 
that can be purchased today, if you are a sinner, 
in the sight of God you are corrupt; before a holy God 
you are filthy and unclean. Sin is a stench in the 
nostrils of God. 


It took a miracle to raise Lazarus from the dead; 
while he was alive there was hope that the physicians 
and their medicine would heal him, but now Lazarus 
was dead. All hope was gone. He was dead. Decay and 
corruption were already working. If you are a sinner, 
you are dead in trespasses and sins. Only a miracle 
from God can save your soul—but, praise be unto God, 
the great Miracle-worker is near. He is standing at 
the tomb of your lost soul. If you will believe and 
confess your sins, you, like Lazarus of old, will hear 
the voice of that One again crying with the voice of 
thunder, “Lazarus, come forth.” Souls dead in sin, far 
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from God, hear His voice now and come forth from 
the tomb. That One who said, “I am the resurrection 
and the life,” is calling you now. 


Jesus also has a word for those who are born again, — 


members of His Church, in this beautiful story. He 
says to you, “Take ye away the stone.” God saves, but 
He uses men and women in the salvation of lost souls. 
God divided the Red Sea, but He told Moses to “lift 
up thy rod and stretch forth thy hand over the sea 
and divide it.” God directed the stone that slew Go- 
liath, but David threw the stone. God commanded the 
waters of Jordan to roll back, but Elijah smote the 
waters with his mantle. God works miracles and won- 
ders, but He uses men and women in their working. 

He still says to us “Take ye away the stone.” First, 
there is the stone of unbelief. “If thou canst believe, 
all things are possible to him that believeth,” Mark 
9:23. We can never see the dead raised again until 
we believe with all our souls that the Man of Galilee 
is able to cause the blind to see, the deaf to hear, 
the lame to walk. We see those around us in deepest 
sin; we see how sin has marred their souls and we 
grow weak in our faith and say, “How can they be 
saved?” With man it is impossible, but “with God, 
all things are possible.” Moses said unto the Israelites, 
“stand still, and see the salvation of the Lord,” Exodus 
14:13. Jesus said unto Martha, “Said I not unto thee, 
that, if you wouldest believe, thou shouldest see the 
glory of God?” We must take away the stone of un- 
belief. 


Then there is the stone of our own sins and short- 
comings. If we are to work for God and have the 
blessing of heaven upon our ministry, we must take 
away the stones in our own lives, the sins that stand 
in the way of sinners. “Ye are the light of the world.” 
“Ye are epistles known and read of all men.” We 
need to be sanctified, to be consecrated unto God. We 
must remove every stone in our lives that would 
hinder us from doing our best for God. Yes, Church 
of God, let us take away the stones and cry with Paul 
of old, “I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live by the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me, and gave himself for me,” 
Galatians 2:20. 


FINALLY JESUS SAID, “Loose him, and 
let him go.” He was still wearing the graveclothes. 
When the sinner turns away from sin unto God, he 
needs the help of God’s people to encourage him, pray 
for him and teach, instruct and guide him. Until he 
is established and has grown into maturity in Christ 
Jesus, he is a babe. “Loose him and let him go.” When

ON THE VERY controversial subject of 
the role a Christian should play in the interest of good 
government, the forces of evil have scored a smashing 
victory in that they have convinced far too many 
Christians of the “hands off” policy. 

While it is the undisputed teaching of the New 
Testament that the Christian is “not of the world” 
and that he is to remain “unspotted from the world,” 
it should not be overlooked that the Master taught 
that the Christian is obligated to the world. Civil 
government was ordained of God. Jesus declared His 
followers to be the “light of the world” and the “salt 
of the earth.” He further taught the disciples to be 
faithful citizens in the matter of paying taxes and 
supporting the government morally. The same position 
is firmly upheld by the Apostles Paul and Peter. (Ro- 
mans 13:1-7; 1 Peter 2:13, 17.) 

Good government suffers shamefully today because 
of the unwillingness of godly men to accept political 
responsibilities. Unfortunately, the Church has erro- 
neously taught that the Christian should in no wise 
participate in politics. At the same time all of us are 
in sympathy with the apostolic injunction to pray 
“for kings, and for all that are in authority.” Is it 
not grossly inconsistent to pray for these political 
leaders without asking God to make them Christians? 
Should we not pray that He will grant us godly men 
to guide the affairs of state? Why should a Chris- 
tian claim the right to enjoy the benefits and protec- 
tion of a righteous government if he refuses to accept 
his share of the responsibility of making it righteous? 
How may he expect an ideal government—the an- 


swer to his prayers—if it must be devoid of the guid- 
ance of God-fearing men? 

There are devout laymen in our ranks who have 
succeeded in almost every type of legitimate business, 
and who have maintained their Christian integrity, 
testimony, and fortitude through both adversity and 
prosperity. Many of these men have served nobly in 
the armed forces defending our religious and political 
liberties. There are among them some with the ability 
to govern any state in the Union. 

With no thought in mind of compromising with 
evil or suggesting that any Christian allow himself to 
become enmeshed in the vicious tenacles of party 
politics, it cannot be denied that a grave responsibility 
devolves upon able Christians to support and provide 
leadership for the kind of government that will func- 
tion for the highest interest of society. Christian serv- 
ice may not be divorced from or offered in lieu of 
Christian responsibility.

“The history of politics is blotched with dark pages 
of intrigue, bribery and scandal.” 


IT IS THE popular opinion that religion 
and politics do not mix; consequently, upon the basis 
of this opinion, many in religious ranks have con- 
cluded that true Christians should have nothing to 
do with political office. 

Unfortunately, human government has had a sordid 
past. There were those unhappy days when the Chur¢h 
and State were combined. In this instance, however, 
the basic problem lay in the fact that the Church

THE PRIDE OF LIFE 


THE THIRD conforming device of the 
world is the pride of life. Its offerings and techniques 
are multiple. For Eve, the pride of life was the vain 
wisdom offered her in the forbidden fruit: “And when 
the woman saw that the tree was good for food, and 
that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be de- 
sired to make one wise, she took the fruit thereof 
.. .” (Genesis 3:6). This is the pattern of all worldly 
wisdom, for it “descendeth not from above, but is 
earthly, sensual, devilish” (James 3:15). In harmony 
with its nature, it engenders strife, envy, confusion 
and every evil work. Worldly wisdom is of such char- 
acter that it boasts even in shame, and it possesses 
a subtlety born of the devil. 

In this category of carnal pride is what is Biblically 
called “philosophy and vain deceit.” The philosophies 
of the world do not exhibit the wisdom of God, and 
their purpose is to displace the divine wisdom incar- 
nate in Christ and written in the Scriptures. This is 
the very essence of worldly wisdom and the religious 
pride of men. “Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and not after Christ” 
(Colossians 2:8). 

This carnal pride, however, is not limited to philo- 
sophic studies. It can be true of any form of secular 
study—history, literature, psychology, astronomy, zo- 
ology, and all other areas of investigation. The study 
of these is good and proper; but when they become a 
standard of sufficiency and a source of self-exaltation, 
and a reason for exaltation of others (or in the eyes 
of others), they reflect the pride of life. 

The striking thing is that this fleshly wisdom can 
manifest itself in Biblical study. It often appears in a 
vain seeking of types and shadows where none are 
intended; they are sought not for edification and 
revelation but for their own “wit.” The attempts to 
fill in the silences of Scripture with vain imagination 
exemplify this error in another form. This has its 
vulgarest expression in some of the apocryphal books, 
but it also creeps into preaching. They seek to ex- 
plain the inexplicable and to reduce to comprehen- 
sion the infinitude of God and His grace. This has its 
crass form in idolatry by reducing the “glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image made like to cor- 
ruptible man .. .” (Romans 1:23). It has its theory 
in reducing God to a body, His omnipresence to in- 
fluence, His trinity to tri-theism (ie., three persons 
who compose God) and Christ’s eternal sonship to a 
temporal relationship based on the virgin birth. This 
pride yields to secularism when it attempts to show 
the natural reasonableness of miracles. Pride shows 
itself in so-called special revelations and special pri- 
vate insights into the Scriptures manifesting them- 
selves in “strifes of words”: “He is proud, knowing 
nothing, but doting about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, railings, evil sur- 
mising” (1 Timothy 6:4). 

The appeal to pride came to Christ in the exhibi- 
tionist suggestion of Satan that Christ cast Himself 
down from the pinnacle of: the Temple and let the

angels catch Him up in the sight of the multitude. 
This would have given Christ notoriety and He would 
have been exalted among men by their standards. 

Such a use of popularity has its birth in the world, 
and the world so judges fame and honor. This mode 
of evaluation may invade the select society of the - 
church, for when popularity is sought for its own sake 
whether in the world or in the church it is worldly; 
and when either the world or the church bestows 
popularity by the pattern of the world, it is worldly. 

This appeal may slip into preaching. Whenever 
preaching has as its aim the feeding of itching ears, 
it is carnal; this is true whether its method is the 
preaching of compromise or the preaching of burden- 
someness. The deceptiveness of this sin is that ears 
itch for every extreme, and carnal popularity may 
be appealed to in either satisfaction. We have properly 
and Biblically stood in opposition to certain groups 
who have equated the gospel with a social message to 
the denial of salvation through the blood of Christ. 
To yield to this is to compromise with man’s vain- 
glory. Our need, however, is to realize that other 
messages and emphases may displace Christ also. Some 
have chosen an exhibition of the flesh in spurious 
shouting, extreme preaching on dress, make-up, jew- 
elry, the belittling and maligning of athletics, the dan- 
gers of education and many other emphases as a sub- 
stitute for Christ and Him crucified. Not only are 
these things carnal when they substitute for the es- 
sence of the gospel, but they are carnal when they 
are used as a device for acclaim and glorification as 
the “champion of the cause.” Self-aggrandizement 
even in the truth is carnal. 

The field of doctrinal controversy is especially en- 
snaring in this problem. We deny spirituality by a 
worldly defence of it. Brethren castigate brethren in 
the name of spirituality and in the defence of the 
church, we sanctimoniously say. Somehow we seem 
to feel that a rumor or deviation is a conviction of 
heresy; and without the purity and fairness usually 
demanded we have the right to defend a position at 
the personal and reputational expense of another. 
Our pride as “defender of the faith” blinds us to the 
feelings and rights of other brethren. This is worldly. 

Pride of life may find its expression in religious 
habits. Separation from the world in practice, and to 
a certain degree in company, is demanded in the 
Scriptures; however, this is not to be interpreted in a 
pharisaical or monastical manner. When such a phi- 
losophy becomes an end in itself and becomes a dis- 
play of righteousness it is pride of the most vicious 
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sort. The same thing is experienced when men take 
pride in any other outward manifestation of religious 
faithfulness. There is as much pride of life in the 


Roman Catholic nun who displays her “modesty” to 


the public by the garb of her dedication as ‘there is 
in the woman who makes carnal use of her physical 
charms in the vaudeville show. In a less extreme vein, 
the Bible speaks of a proud use of outward adornment 
and gives the spiritual answer thus: “Whose adorning 
let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel; 
but let it be the hidden man of the heart... .” (1 
Peter 3:3, 4). However, even the abstinence from the 
wearing of jewelry, make-up, etc., may become a 
pharisaical exhibition of religious pride as in the ex- 
ample of the nun. Long hair, the absence of jewelry, 
and the absence from worldly places are forms of 
pride when they are used as an announcement of 
piety. Separation from worldly company and from 
worldly entertainment may become a display of dif- 
ference and become a mere imitation of spirituality. 

The putting on of the airs of humility is a vicious 
pride. The “milquetoast” attitude of the pacifist is cer- 
tainly not what the Scriptures teach and is not what 
our Lord exemplified when He drove the money- 
changers from the Temple. It does often yield to the 
temptation of taking a “hurt pride” in so-called per- 
secution. False humility also takes the form of an 
affected reverence for holy things without a real con- 
sciousness of the truly sacred; the Scriptures refer 
to such as a “voluntary humility”: “Let no man be- 
guile you of your reward in a voluntary humility 
and worshipping of angels .. .” (Colossians 2:18). 
Such is an almost superstitious reverence. It applies 
selfish and materialistic advantage to such spiritual 
principles as the golden rule, bearing the cross, 
turning the other cheek, etc. This is a device of 
worldliness imposed on the church through liberalism 
and legalism; in each case, there is an imitation of 
Christ and no spiritual transformation. 

In this same form of temptation, Satan has made 
church membership and church activity a substitute 
for spirituality. When the church (whether it be a 
denomination or local congregation) begins to think 
of its membership as a social distinction and people 
are forced from its spiritual nurture because they are 
not “denominational material,” or because they are 
not “cultured” or any of the other psuedo-tests of 
prominence, that church has become nothing better 
than a fraternity or sorority applying the same preju- 
dicial tests as these worldly institutions. The Church 


of God, which started in small groups of people mostly 
from the “other side of the tracks,” need not think 
it can remain spiritual by salving its conscience in 
Sunday afternoon missions to the “other side of the 
tracks,” and withhold from these people the sense of 
belonging to the body of Christ. When we moved our 
churches to the main street, we did not depopulate 
the so-called lower class communities; neither did we 
lose our responsibility to evangelize the lost wher- 
ever they are. 

An outgrowth of this is our frenzied church activi- 
ty. When men begin to love the church more than 
Christ, they begin to emphasize programming, physi- 
cal and mental energy, and human devices of growth; 
and they fail in the spiritual principles of prayer, 
the centrality of the Word of God and the power of 
the Holy Spirit. Such frenzy becomes an end in it- 
self; it becomes a proof of spirituality and dedication. 
It becomes a source of pride and distinction among 
the body of Christ. 

This manifests itself in another area, and that is 
our criterion of success. Success must be accounted 
according to scriptural tests, if it is to be accepted 
as such in the sight of God, and consequently by the 
church. The Scriptures point out such things as com- 
munion with God, spiritual obedience to God, the 
casting down of strongholds, and the attainment of 
spiritual stature as the Christian’s criteria of success. 
These naturally often are shown outwardly by great 
evangelistic campaigns, rapid church growth, the 
honoring of individuals by placing oh them official 
advancement, etc. It is, however, a mistake—a worldly 
mistake—to take these outward things as success it- 
self. Even the spiritual task of winning souls is a re- 
sult of success and not the success itself. If this is the 
sole consideration, we yield to a materialistic urge to 
account success always in the direction of increase. 
Gideon’s success, however, was in decrease; Isaiah 
probably would not be considered a very significant 
or successful minister because the people would not 
hear him. By this standard, Moses utterly failed, be- 
cause he could not lead his congregation in the chal- 
lenge of the land of promise. 

In the same sort of logic, ministers and Christian 
workers are rated according to the growth of their 
churches, or the size of their charges. We judge a 
large number as a “good church,” and a small num- 
ber a “poor church.” Accordingly, we have “big preach- 
ers,” and “little preachers.” We judge a man a suc- 
cess if he steadily moves from a small church to 
larger churches and ultimately into an administrative 
field; we do not so judge it if he remains in small 
and little-known charges. In this case we consider the 
individual as not much of a success. This is the same 
kind of materialistic judgment exercised in business 
enterprises when men are advanced because of rapid 
sales, and they become known as good salesmen and 
poor salesmen. Spiritually, the state overseer is not a 
greater success than the faithful, sincere pastor of his 
smallest church. The man who remains in small 
churches all his ministry doing the will of God from 
the heart is, in God’s.sight and properly in the sight

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square Gospel began in 1921 when Aimee Sem- 
ple McPherson purchased property for Angelus 
Temple and the headquarters of this organization. 
Angelus Temple was dedicated on January 1, 1923. 
This great church, valued at $1,500,000, has a seating 
capacity of 5,300. A Prayer Tower has operated night 
and day and from 17,000 to 25,000 requests from vari- 
ous parts of the world are prayed over each month. 
The testimonies received from this great volume of 
continuous prayer are thrilling proof that Jesus Christ 
is the same yesterday, today and forever. Angelus 
Temple is maintained with approximately 100 em- 
ployees and many volunteers. KFSG, the radio voice of 
Angelus Temple, is the third oldest radio outlet in Los 
Angeles. The present official publication of the Four- 
square organization is the Foursquare Magazine. 


On April 25, 1925, the cornerstone of L.I.F.E. Bible 
College was laid. Since its opening over 5,000 gradu- 
ates have gone to many parts of the world building 
over 700 Foursquare Gospel Churches and establishing 
over 700 mission stations. Graduates not only staff 
the various phases of the International Church of the 
Foursquare Gospel, but are leaders and ministers in 
various organizations. After the passing of the found- 
er, Aimee Semple McPherson, in September, 1944, two 
large dormitories were built as a memorial. The total 
cost of this memorial was more than $500,000. 


In June, 1951, a beautiful Youth Center was com- 
pleted. The building provides facilities for Christian 
Education departments locally as well as physical rec- 
reation for the youth of the great Los Angeles metrop- 
olis. 


The International Church of the Foursquare Gospel 
is basically a missionary organization. Six hundred 
sixty-two missionaries, including the nationalist work- 
ers, are conducting services in 721 mission stations 
in twenty-seven foreign countries. Foursquare Church- 
es assist in carrying out the missionary program. One 
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of the largest tasks is the raising of missionary money 
and sending out representatives to preach the gospel 
around the world. In October of 1949 a missionary 
furlough home was constructed, making it possible 
to house missionaries home on furlough. 

The youth group is called the Foursquare Crusader 
organization. It has many thousands of active mem- 
bers and contributes thousands of dollars to missions. 
They represent the main group from which the Bible 
students and future ministers are drawn. In 1949 
the Southern California Youth Department began con- 
struction of a large youth camp. Camp Cedar Crest 
has an estimated total value of over $300,000. The 
eighty-five-acre camp is one of the finest and most 
modern youth camps in the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains. Also, youth camps are owned and operated in 
Durham, Ontario, Canada; Sonora, California area 
and Portland, Oregon. There are also youth camps 
conducted in other parts of the United States on 
rented properties. 

The total valuation of Foursquare Churches is in 
excess of $21,000,000. These properties are held in trust 
by the International Church of the Foursquare Gospel 
for the perpetuation of the Foursquare Gospel. The 
official business of the organization is conducted by 
a Board of Directors of five members; a Missionary 
Cabinet of 20; an Executive Council of approximately 
135. The United States and Canada are divided into 
nine districts, each under the leadership of a district 
supervisor, who also serves as a member of the Mis- 
sionary Cabinet. The highest authority is the Con- 
vention Body which has the authority and power to 
make or amend the bylaws. 

The International Church of the Foursquare Gospel 
is a member of the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals. The Sunday School department is active in the 
National Sunday School Association. The Foursquare 
Gospel organization has been a member of the Pen- 
tecostal Fellowship of North America from its begin- 
ning. 


























National Broadcast

In our last Ordained Ministers’ Council (August 17, 
1956) it was passed by the Council that “the Supreme 
Council be authorized to initiate a national radio 
and television program in interest of the Church of 
God.” Much thought, prayer, and endeavor have been 
put forth toward this program. The Supreme Council, 
with the assistance of the Executive Committee and 
the Committee on Evangelism, has been working on 
the program. 

In our recent Supreme Council it was passed “that 
we give a prominent time and place on our General 
Assembly program for a radio rally to acquaint our 
ministers and laity with this radio endeavor; to re- 
ceive an offering and to take pledges for the program 
support; and that the radio man, whoever is chosen 
or whomever the Executive Committee may appoint, be 
in charge of the radio program.” Therefore, we plan 
to begin this radio program immediately after our 
General Assembly. Each member of the Church should 
feel the tremendous responsibility in proclaiming to 
the lost millions of the world the full gospel in all its 
glory and wonderful possibilities. Other denominations 
are putting on nationwide radio programs successfully, 
and are operating in the black. I know of one (non- 
Pentecostal) that costs $1,450,000 a year and another 
(Pentecostal) that costs about $130,000 a year. How 
can they do this? Because their people are responding 
by helping. I think we have some of the best people 
in the world, so let us do our part. 

Dear District Overseers and Pastors: Will you please 
use the pledge form provided in this paper and get 
your district, church, Sunday School, Y.P.E. or 
L.W.W.B. to pledge for a period of twelve months, to 
become effective September 1, 1958? If you would pre- 
fer, the churches on one district or any group of 
churches may sponsor the program to be broadcast 
over their local station and reach their local people.

of the church, as great a success as are prominent 
evangelists, church officials and pastors of huge con- 
gregations. 

It may seem that some of these interpretations are 
extreme; however, it is the spirit of these worldly- 
directed schemes that provoke the classification. It is 
imperative that we apply spiritual tests to all the 
things that influence our lives. Newspaper advertise- 
ments appeal to carnal prestige on their reasons for 
buying particular automobiles or houses. Sports are 
permitted to become vainglorious and the “tail wags 
the dog.” Entertainment (books, magazines, television, 
etc.) imposes on us the skepticism, haughtiness, the 
vengeance, the vulgarity, and the religiosity of the 
world. All these devices are not bad in themselves, but 
they are dominated by worldly minded people; they 
are therefore designed to mold us into the worldly 
ideal. 

TRANSFORMATION 


THE METHOD of transformation is the 
outgrowth of the inner principles of the soul. Forced 
conformity even to a godly pattern is worldly; but 
when the inner man is renewed according to the image 
of Him who created him, outward transformation is 
the normal outgrowth. It is referred to here as the 
renewing of the mind, for the mind that is stayed on 
Christ, seeks those things above, meditates on the 
Word of God, and conditions itself by true prayer, 
cannot but transform the living of the individual. It 
issues in life and peace. The aim of such a process of 
growth is that we be transformed into the likeness of 
Jesus Christ. 

The rest of the twelfth chapter of Romans is de- 
voted to the transformed life. The true grace of mod- 
esty reigns in such a life, for men are led not to 
think more highly of themselves than they ought to 
think, and to give a proper regard for others of the 
body of Christ. Love reigns without dissimulation; 
evil is abhorred and good is cherished. Brethren, who 
in sin were jealously ambitious against each other, 
in honor prefer one another; this is humbleness of 
mind and the true unity of the mind of Christ. It 
further manifests itself in returning good for evil, 
forgiving one another, foregoing vengeance, and lov- 
ing enemies. In such avoidance of worldliness there 
is no ostentation.

ANNUAL NATIONAL FAMILY WEEK SLATED 
FOR MAY 4-11 


National Family Week, sponsored annually by the 
National Sunday School Association, will be observed 
across the nation May 4-11. The theme this year will 
be “Put Christ in His Future ... NOW!” and is de- 
signed to emphasize the imperative of establishing 
strong Christian homes now to insure the future of 
our children and our nation. 


Announcing the theme for this year, Clate A. Risley, 
Executive Secretary of the National Sunday School 
Association, declared: “Sunday School and church 
must be a family affair if the church is to make an 
impact upon the home life of America. If this is to 
be done the churches must become more concerned 
with the families of their neighborhood. This is the 
reason NSSA sponsors National Family Week each 
year.” 

In West Germany, the capital city of Bonn, once 
almost entirely Roman Catholic, is now about evenly 
divided between Protestants and Catholics, according 
to recent school statistics.
